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Life Among the Apaches. 
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By John C, Cremony, Interpreter to the U. S, 
Boundary Commission, under the Hon. John 
B. Burkett in 1849, 50 and '51, and late 
Major of California Volunteer Cavalry, ope- 
rating in Arizona, New Mezico, Texas, and 
Western Arkansas. 

We tender to Col. Cremony our sincere 
concern for the treatment his book will in- 
evitably receive from the -philanthropic and 
Christian press of the Eastern States and the 
civilized world. Dealing in facts that are 
patent to every frontiersman—but scarcely 
credible to the denizens of old established 
communities—and stating tersely and forcibly 
the argument that the only eure for the In- 
dian question is extermination of the Indian, 
in the interest of a superior race and a pro- 
gressive civilization--Col. Cremony will be 
met with a storm of indignation against his 
sentiments, and with a contemptuous sneer 
at his veracity as a recorder of personal ad- 
venture. The “Society for the amelioration 
of the condition of the Indians” will hail 
the book as another evidence of the barbari- 
ty and falsehood of the “white man,” and of 
the docility, hospitality, Christian and for- 
giving character of the Indian. 

When * Mowry's Arizona and Sonora” was 
published by the Harpers, three yeas since, 
a distinguished divine criticising it in T'he 
Churchman, after admitting its value as a 
genuine contribution to geographic and scien- 
tific knowledge, said of its treatment of the 
Apache question. “Is this a writer in a 
Christian land?” Let Col. Cremony, there- 
fore, summon all lus philosophy, and be pre- 
pared to find himself written down a heathen 
anda barbarian, out of the pale of mercy 
and grace. 

The main facts in Col. Cremony’s book are, 
within our knowledge, accurately stated. 
The incidents of personal adventure with one 
exception have many parallels, and ‘aie even 
exceeded in the element of the almost mi- 
1aculous. The sceptical reader may, there- 
fore, lay aside his doubts. Col. Cremony has 
not done himself justice in the style of his 
book, a little of the Lime labor, which for so 
practiced a writer was easy, and should not 
have called for this correction, would have 
added much to his effectiveness. There are 
constant repetitions of what he will explain 
m another chapter, a want of coherence in 
the plan, and a looseness of language—occa- 
sionally dropping into careless inverted sen- 
tences, and a doubtful grammar— which are 
suggestive of the haste of tho "local"? of the 
daily press, and unworthy the character of a 
book which is ambitious, not only to sell but 
to make fame. The description of a hand-to- 
hand fight on the Gila Tuver, (pp. 133, 134) 
is especially faulty, in the repented attempt 
to explain the author's feelmgs; a naked 
statement of the fight and the situation was 
all that was needed. The imagination of the 
reader would supply the rest. There are 
some careless errors which deserve condem- 
nation, because they are simply careless, Ca- 
vallo Impelo, the old war chief of the Yuntas, 
was never known as the Naked Horse,” but 
the “ Bare-backed Horse.” 

Col. Cremony is at fault in his statement 
in regard to the cultivation of crops by the 
Apaches north of the Gila and on the Amoor. 
Two crops a year werc raised by these Indi- 
ans—the principal one of corn, to be con- 
verted into “tes-win,” a genuine but rough 
sort of whisky. 

Though the Apache never read Byron, he 
has worked out of his “innate consciousness” 
that pofound truth— 

“The best of life is but intoxication, 

Man being reasonable must get drunk," 
When the U. S. Indian Agent, ten years ago, 
issued at Apache Pass a large quantity of 
corn to the bands with whom ho bad made 
treaty, the Indians immediately carried it off, 
distilled it in their rude way into * fes-win,” 
and as proof of their gratitude and apprecia- 
tion of their Grent Father, stole all the cat- 
tle.on the Sonoita, attacked the overland mail, 
and murdered every small party of Americans 
who, believing in the trealy, ventured to 
iravél or to prospect. 

The summary of Mangus Colorado's char- 
acter is appreciative and just, but the slight 
mention of Cheiss, better known in Arizona 
as Ca-cheis, is an error. No chief within the 
limits of the United States has inflicted so 
much cffective and deadly damage to the 
frontier in modern times 48 has Cheiss. Com- 
bining great personal bravery with fine strat- 
egy and admirable tactics, he almost invari- 
ably “whips tho fight? witlt small loss to 
his band. On two or three occasions, how- 
ever, he has come to grief with great loss, 
and in one encounter, whet, he numbered at 
least two hundred men to seven, he lost over 
fifty warriors, was himself shot through the 
body, and had his arm rendered uscless for 
life. He said of this fight, that if he had a 
thousand of such men as those seven Amori- 
cus, he would hold Arizona against = the 
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world. 

Col, Cremony's advice to travelling parties, 
his suggestions of caution untiring and cetse- 
less, his warnings against underrating the 
Indian enemy, are valuable and timely. His 
study of the Indian’s offensive and defensive 
character is graphice, correct, earnest and not 
tov highly colored. In this respect alone, 
the book must prove of great service to any 
sensible man living on the frontier or who 
proposes to visit it. 

His quotations, however, are sometimes 
infelicitous and common-place, and often 
wrong. It was not Pellissier who made the 
famous mot in reference to the charge of the 
Light Brigade at Balaclava. It was Bosquet, 
The mot is also incorrectly given. "C'est 
magnifique mais c’nest pas la guerre,” were 
the words. The preface to the book is the 
worst part of it, and it was only by a careful 
reading that we corrected our first judgment, 
that Col. Cremony was pretentious and un- 
sound. He is mistaken in supposing or say- 
ing that he is alone the depository of the 
confidence of the Apaches, or single in his 
knowledge of their language and character. 
“Bison McLean” knew them far better— 
language, manners, habits, life; and every 
man, woman and child in Arizona—Apache, 
Mexican or American—from 1855 to 1863, 
knew this to be true. We think Col. Cre- 
mony is something wild in his estimate of 
the number of Apaches. ‘ Marcial,” a cele- 
brated chief of the Apaches, mentioned at 
length in “Arizona and Sonora,” gives a far

in Colorado, you ate informed that the Oth 


section of tho mining aot of July 26, 1866, 
maintains and protects the owners of auch 


claims, whenever by priority or possession, 


rights to the use of water for mining, agri- 


cultural, manufacturing, or other purposes, 


have vested and accrued, and the same are 
recognized und acknowledged by the local 
customs, laws, tind the decision of courts, - 


To make such a claim good under tlie act, 


the right to the use of the water must hayo 
accrued (1) by priority or possession. 


2. It müst be a right recognized by the lo- 


cal mining customs, or customs pertaining to 
water rig ý 


ts, 
3. The right must further be recognized by 


the laws of the State or Territory in which 
the claim may be located. 


4, It must be further recógnizod and‘ sus- 


tained by the decision of the Courts ‘of such 
State or Territory. 


When a cláim of His kind is sanctioned by 


the local customs, the laws and. tho. decision 
of the Courts of. the State or Territory, the 
owner cannot be disturbed in his possession, 
no matter whether “the adjoining land has 
been returned ‘as‘miineral or agricultural, nor 
can his improvements be appropriated by oth- 
er claimants under the pre-emption or home- 
stead Jaws. 


As the right vested in the owner under the 


9th section is an extraordinary one, differing 


essentially from the systems of water rights 
existing cither under the common or civil 
laws, being in fact an anamalous system, bas- 
ed upon tlie peculiar wants and condition of 
things found in sonte of the mining States and 
Territorjes; it will be necessary for the claim- 
ant to show that this new system has beon 
fully adopted in the State or ‘Territory as tho 
law upon the subject of water rights, by leg- 
islation'hnd the adjudications of the highest 
Courts, i The mere sanction of the local cus- 
toms is not enough, ns the act requires tho 
further sanction of the law and the decision 
of the Courts. 

This office would not undertake to fasten 
upon g State or Territory, by issuiig a patent 
or patents,under said 9th section, a system so. 
ossentially affecting its local proprietary inter- 
ests, without the same having been first adop- 
ted and'engrafted upon its legal and judiciat 
systems by the proper departments of the 

tate or Territory itself; and any claimant 
applying under said section would be requir- 
ed to produco full and satisfactory proof of 
such adoption by the State or Territory. 

In mining districts where the land has been 
returned as mineral, such claims might be in- 
cluded in mining patents as the reasonable 
quantity of surface ground for the convenient 
working of tho mines, allowed by tho act of 
July 26, 1866; and tho fact of not heing ad- 
jacent to the vein or lode, would not contra- 
vene the spirit of the act, if tho local cus- 
toms recognize such a right ns incident to the 
occupancy of a mine. Where extensive im- 
provements have been mado on theso water 
claims on lands returned ‘as agricultural, tho 
water being usoful for irrigation, might be in- 
cluded in a patent for agricultural land 
under the pre-emption or homestead laws, 
where the necessary facts existed in other re- 
spects. ‘The right to the exclusive use of the 
water, however, will. only he granted aftar tho 
proof above mentioned has been satisfactori- 
ly furnished. 

The doctrine of exclusive possession by vir- 
tue of prior occupancy, referred to in the 9th 
soction of the nct, has been fully adopted in 
Oalifornin, by numerous decisions in the Su» 
preme Court, and appear to have received 
legislatiyo sanction in Nevada, Whether any 
action has beon taken by the legislative or ju~ 
dicial departments in Colorado is not known 
ut this office, At all events, any owner of 
such wator claim, in a condition to ask for 
patent, is in à condition to maintain himsel 
for the present, without n patent, against all 
adverse cluimants, under the protection ex- 
tended to him by the act itself.

different idea, as did also McLenn. We are 
a little staggered by Col. Cremony’s state- 
ment of the structure of the Apache lang- 
uage; but as he is so good a linguist, wo are 
afraid he has his reviewers at a disadvantage. 
At least, that his theory is impregnable, is 
well illustrated, by the anecdote of the noted 
advocate of New Orleans—Mazureau—who 
was retained by the heis of a foreigner to 
secure thoir rights under the will of their 
relative, the State of Louisiana having re- 
tained all the leading members of the bar to 
endeavor to escheat the estate on the ground 
of fraud. Mazureau opened his argument 
with these words: ‘Les hommes qui amas- 
sent les grandes fortunes seme les proces qui 
germiront apres leurs morte. Such was the 
remark of the philosophic Indian.” 

Some days after, Mazureau’s son snid to 
him, “ Papa, I do not find that philosophic 
Indian in these books." “P? Indian c'est 
moi,” said Mazurcau, with a gesture worthy 
of the Theatre Imperial. But how did you 
dare to say it," persisted his son. ‘ Because 
they did not dare to contradict me.” We 
are quite content to believe that Ool, Cre- 
mony’s theory, that tho most nomadic tribe 
in the world has a thoroughly constructed, 
elastic and fruitful language, will be a puzzle 
to the ethnologists; we are equally ready to 
lenve him to the sturdy defence which Mazu- 
reau gave to his quotation from the philo- 
sophic Indian. i 

The limits of the Overland will not permit 
us to indulge in quotations from Col. Cremo- 
ny's book. He has done a good thing in giv- 
ing usa truthful picture of the Indian as ho 
is, and not as he appears to the milk-and-wa- 
ter imagination of the Christian philanthro- 
pist who has never come 1n contact with him. 
The vigor and sense of the last chapters aro 
worthy of tho highest praise. If Col. Cre- 
mony had taken as much pains with the style 
of the narrative as he has with that of his 
deductions and reflections, he would have 
done himself more justice, and spared us the 
apparent but necessary harshness of some of 
the previous remarks, “Life among the 
Apaches” we heartily commend to our read- 
ers, with tho assurance that they will in 
amusement and instruction be the gainers, 
and thank ug for our advice. 

Col. Cremony’s conclusions, logically drawn 
from his facts and the experience of many 
years, of wasted millions and countless lives, 
may be summed up in three briof sentences, 
The reservation system is an exploded hum- 
bug. ‘The man who says he is not afraid of 
an Indian is a Jiar or a fool, The only good 
Indian is a dead one.

accounts from the Sterling, the new incline 
shaft was down over 40 feet in the ledge, and 
at that depth a chamber, 30 fect in length, 
had been run {n upon the ledge, which has 
disclosed a splendid looking vein of rich sul- 
phuret ore. At points in this chamber, the 
ledge measures 9 feet, but its general thick- 
ness averages, fully, 4!; feet. Two shifts of 
hands-are now employed in this chamber, and 
ore is being taken out tolerably fast. There 
is some water in the mine, but not enough to 
cause much trouble in working it. Mr. Bor- 
ger, the Superintendent, stays at the mine all 
the time, attending to business, and if expe- 
rience n mining and close attention to busi- 
ness deserve success, he ought to haveit. The 
furnace will soon be completed, vats, etc., set 
up and the mill turned loose, when, of course, 
we will soon after know something about 
chlorination. When last in Prescott, the ex- 
perienced foreman of the Sterling mine, 
T. W. Brooks, told us that never before had 
he seen such immenscly rich gold ore as he 
was taking out of the Sterling, and that 
his confidence was unbounded in the success 
of this enterprise. 
THE CHASE. 

A few days ago, Mr. A. O. Noyes, who with 
George Curtis, his partner, has been engaged 
in prospecting this mine for some time past, 
brought into our office a finc, large speeimen 
of rock, a sample of that taken out of the 
tunnel which has been run into the vein a 
distance of 200 feet. The sample was of va- 
rious colors, and looked very much like the 
richest Washoe silver rock, but Mr. Noyes as- 
sured us that the predominant metal diffused 
through it was gold, and that it Jearried lots 
of it in the small sulphurets and diminutive 
cellules visible to the eye. It, like the Ster- 
ling, and, we believe, like all mines in this 
section of Yavapai County, isa " sulphuret? 
mine, and should the chlorination process 
prove a success, we know of scores of such 
mines that will pay to work. It is the inten- 
tion of Messrs. Noyes & Curtis to keep on 
running the tunnel until they strike the shaft. 
The ledge is now fully 3 feet in width, with 
nice walls and-clay seam. We cannot help 
but commend the spirit of enterprise that 
has made these gentlemen keep moving, while 
others, as well able, have lagged behind. Un- 
til recently, in this tunnel, little quartz has 
been taken out, and to tell the honest truth, 
but little show fora ledge presented itself, 
and matters looked discouraging, neverthe- 
less, they kept on and are now rewarded with 
a good sized, good looking, and, we hope, 
rich ledge. When it is known that, so far, 
their tunnel has been run through ground be- 
longing to other parties, their perseverance 
and go-aheadativeness cannot but be applaud- 
ed by all who labor for the development of 
our mines. Mr, Anderson and Chris Bentle 
did the work in this tunnel, ond, although 
the rock was hard and the water plenty, they 
have cleared over $1000 in six months. 

French & Turner are working away 
on the Tie-Tie, in Walker’s District, and 
Mr. Graves and partners went up thero, re- 
cently, and ate now, we presume, preparing 
their desulpherizers and fixing up the Eure- 
ka mill, for a winters tun.

George D Bowers died at Camp Lincoln, 
in this county and Territory, on Friday moin- 
ing, October 30th, at 15 minutes past one 
o'clock. Such was the sad news related to 
us by Johnny Behan, Recorder of this coun- 
ty, upon his return here from Camp Lincoln, 
afte: witnessing the death and burial of his 
brave, noble, generous hearted young friend. 
Geoige D. Bowers dead, killed by Indians! 
Great God, how long shall we be compelled 
to hear of the death of friends by these cruel | 
wretches. The blood of 500 of the red 
scamps would not atone for the killing of 
t little George.” How his mother and father 
will weep for the loss of their only child 
when the news of his death reaches them in 
their California home, can be imagined from 
the manner in which his relatives aud friends 
here were affected by the sad news. From 
his Uncle Herbert we learn. that George was 
born in the State of. New York, and that, 
last June, he was twenty-one ycars of age 
His parents, who now reside im California, 
emigrated to that State early in ’50, bringing 
George with them. He came to Arizona 
during the spring of ?66. He was a young 
man of great promise, and had he been al- 
lowed to live, would have been a good and 
useful man. To one not well acquainted with 
him, George appeared churlish and ‘stuck-up, 
but being intimately acquainted with him, 
we can bear witness to the fact that his 
mind was pure, his acts manly, and his soul 
generous and noble. Farewell, dear Goorge, 
and may a just God give us a chance to

Letter from New York State.

{CORRESPONDENCE OF TEE MINER] 


Western New YORK, | 
S September 25th, 1868. 

So many things, as travel], sickness, hard 
work, and a lack of gumption, have befallen 
me, that my old friends, and the readers of 
the Mixer, have been long neglected, though 
not forgotten. From time to time T have been 
reminded of my silence by the welcome re- 
ceiptof-the Minzr. The last number an- 
nounced the election of McCormick, delegate 
to Congress, You now have, perhaps, a clear 
insight of the causes that led to the removal 
of the Capital and the end to be secured by 
it. Itis to be hoped that he will render some 
service of importance to the Territory, but if 
he follows the foot-steps of his three illustri- 
ous predecessors, little besides pocketing his 
salary and mileage will bo accomplished. I 
am sorry to know that everything, as former- 
ly, continues to go adverse to the interests of 
Central Arizona, and can but admire the pluck 
of my old friends who still believe in the good 
time coming, and continue labor under so 
many disadvantages and disappointments. I 
would like to return to Arizona, but there 
seems tome to be no present inducement, 
and at this distance, looking over the past, it 
seems to me that the present undeveloped and 
unprosperous condition of the territory is ow- 
ing, in a great degree, to the incapacity, fal- 


sity, selfishness and inefficiency of the officials, | 


both civil and military. With the fewest ex- 
ceptions nothing has been well done in the 
right direction, and but little inany. Itis to 
be hoped that you will have a good, honest 
legislature, that will neither be bought or 
sold, and that will unnest fraud and do jus- 
tice to all. I have had chats about Arizona 
with many persons from various parts of the 
country, and all express great interest in it. 
But when I speak of the Indians, their do- 
ings and character, they loose all interest in 
that country. But for this great obstacle, 
thousands would be ready this fall to go to 
Arizona. For the present, however, politics 
absorbs all things, interests and persons. The 
campaign has opened vigorously, and wind 
and whisky are abundant. The best posted 
of both parties are doubtful about the result. 
In this matter I am rather a “looker on in 
Venice.” To believe the papers and speeches 
of either party, one would think that “chaos 
and old night" would come again, which ever 
party succeeded. An Arizonian is not much 
excited over these things. 
** What bust this glorious Union up? 
Yt can't be did.” 

An absence of five years finds many chang- 
es among individuals and society ; so there is 
a change in the social feelings, custom, fash- 
jon and tastes of a people, even in the olden 
States, hence it is so difficult for a person a 
few years resident on the Pacific slope to be- 
come satisfied on his return to the States.— 
For my own part I like the comforts, conve- 
niencies and “ goodies” of this country, nei- 
ther am I envious of good looks, good man- 
ners and good clothes, but a superabundance 
of starch is my abhorrence, Precision is de- 
sirable in all material affairs, and certain for- 
malities are indispensable in social matters, 
but when position, attitude, look, action and 
speech are everlastingly dressed up in sunday 
go-to-meeting clothes, and doubly starched, 
society becomes next thing to a nuisance.— 
This is what freezes up all human fecling and 
makes men and women, in society, false, un- 
feeling and cold as a frozen wilderness. Flun- 
keyism has grown apace and “shoddy” and 
“Ilo” swell in splendor and roll in luxury, 
and all cloth and ribbondom swell and strain 
in imitation of glow and glitter, Parrotry in 
manners, dress, speech and thought, threatens 
to annihilate all individuality and self-hood 
on the face of the earth, Iam glad that there 
are yet some uncivilized Territories out west 
where individuality and even natural eccen- 
tricity of character may still boseen. What 
ig a man in this world.for? Not surely to be 
a duplicate of some other man, for God never 
duplicates the human being, but to live out 
his own life, to weed out the garden of his 
own soul, and to be a man according to the 
original and divinest inténtions in him. It 
was to be hopéd that the church would act as 
a check upon the headlong rush of tho rich 
and well to do classes, into fashion, profligacy 
and extravagance, but the church has felt the 
“flush times” and has entered the race of dis- 
play and extravagance. Religion seems to 
have been converted to the world, and now 
there is an extravagance in the church build- 
ings, and a sumptuousness in furniture and 
finish, and a dress of the congregation that 
savors rather of the reign of magnificence and 
splendor than of Jesus of Nazareth, But it 
is an age of progress dnd the doubt is rather 
in regard to the direction than the motion, 
for it may bo downward, not upward, 

It was to be hoped that the ordeal through 
which our nation has passed, would increase 
our patriotism, moderate our national “ greed 
of gain” and abate our hot haste and lovo of 

excitement, but if patriotism is to bo meas- 
ured by our public men and politicians, there 

hag heen a mighty falling off, and the hungry 
lust of money threatens to corrupt justice,

San Francisco, Oct. 29, 1868. 


Dear Miner: Since the date of my last 


letter, San Francisco has had a terrible visi- 
tation. I shall not attempt to give you the 
details of 
THE GREAT EARTHQUAKE, 

as you will find them in your San Francisco 
exchanges. Although, in these accounts, the 
matter i$ sought to be smoothed over as much 
aa possible, and the damage done is very much 
belittled. You will not need to be told in this 
veracious correspondence, that this city has 
had a very close call—that at six minutes to 
cight o'clock in the morning of the 21st, a 
large portion of San Francisco trembled near 
the abyss of ruin. The truth of the matter 
is simply this: the recent greatshock was by 
far the most severe that has been experienced 
since the occupation of the country by Amer- 
teans, ‘The portion of the city built upon 
" made ground " was very greatly damaged; 
and the entire population of San Francisco 
were panic-stricken Some buildings were 
shaken down, almost all brick buildings be- 
low Montgomery street—and some in all 
parts of the cily—were cracked. ‘The total 
damage, if injured and unsafe buldimgs were 
taken down, would not be less than $3,000,000; 
but fas seems likely to be the case—the 
crachs are to be puttied up and painted over, 
and the damaged houses merely fixed up suf- 
ficiently to last till the next heavy “shake” 
may come, the figures of the Chamber of 
Commerce ($300,000) may perhaps be con- 
sidered high erough. At the ume of this 
writing, the earth Las not pereeptibiy shaken 
for two lays, and the carthquake seems to 
be let down as a thing ef the past. People 
are buying the photographs of the injured 
premises, to accompany their earthquake let- 
ters to their friends abroad ; andare comfort- 
ing themselves with the reflection that there 
may not be another tumbler for years. So 
we go. Doubtless, there was a great lesson

Railway through New Mexico. 


After treating on the subject of two addi- 
tional railways across the Continent —ono to 
connect the Upper Mississippi with the Co- 
lumbia—~St. Paul with Seattle—the October 
number of Putnams Magazine refers to the 
second, or Smoky Till line as follows: 


“The second of the New Pacific railroads 
should be designed to give to the East a 
double connection with San Francisco, the 
great, the overshadowing port on that coast. 
Southward from that city for a thousand 
miles, there 1s no adequate harbor—the ncar- 
est being Guaymas, on the Gulf of California, 
anda Mexican port. The San Joaquin Val. 
ley, extending from the Bay of San Fran- 
Cisco nearly to the southern boundary, is de- 
scribed as one of the richest valleys m the 
world, one where the bulk of the best Cali- 
foinia wheat i» raised, and which is capable 
of sustaimmg a population of five millions of 
people ‘This is the natural approach from 
the southward, and the path of the southern 
transcontinental line. 

By this route the high crossings of the Si- 
erra Nevada lange will be partially avoided, 
the mountains bemg turned rather than 
crossed; the elevatión of the Tejon Pass is 
but about four thousand feet above the level 
of the sea, Thence to the Colorado River at 
Fort Mohave, and on to the Sierra Madre, or 
Rocky Mountain chain, near Albuquerque, 
the line should cross Arizona and New Mex- 
ico, about the 35th parallel, This is the great 
repository of gold and silver, which the Mex- 
icans have been working, in a crude and im- 
perfect way, for two hundied years, and the 
Aztecs for centuries before them. From the 
passage of the divide of the continent, near 
Santa Fe, 1t wouid seem as if the interests of 
the whole country would be served. by two 
or more diverging branches, with sub-branch- 
es leading to New Orleans, Vicksburg, Mem- 
plus, Cano and St. Lous, In fact, several 
beginnings have been made toward a system 
of ratuads leading from each of these points 
westward of the Mississippi, all of them 
tending in the direction of this passage at 
the 85th parallel. One of these Ines, the 
Union Pacific Railway, astern Division, 
more commonly known as the Kansa- Branch, 
has been extended (with the aid of the Gov- 
ernment) 700 miles west of St. Louis, or 
nearly to the Rocky Mountains, and is. con- 
sequently the line west of the southerly sys- 
tem, and 1s only about. 500 miles from the 
Rio Grande at Albuquerque.

witha japanned cover, and à rubber ring 
around its edge. We heat the fruit to a boil 
in à bright tin pan; have the jars filled with 
quite warm (almost hot) water to warm 
them; pour out the water, ad dip the boiling 
fruit rapidly into the jar, until it comes 
slightly above the shoulder in the inside of 
the neck of the jar. The end of a string, 
about one-eighth of an inch in diameter, is 
dropped inside on the fruit, retaining the oth- 
er cnd in the hand. Now crowd the cover 
down on to the ghoulder, at the same time 
withdrawing the string, and the work is 
done, Any extra juice or air will follow out 
with the string. ' 

- Those who fail in putting up fruit to keep, 
do not exclude the air. This is done by hav- 
ing the fruit hot and by being sure to fill the 
jar, so that when the cover is pushed down a 
‘little of the juice or air will be pressed out 
with the string, You may sweeten the fruit 
or not, just as you please. Itis not necessary 
in order that it may keep. Neither is it nec- 
essaty to put the frait into the jars to boil. 
It necessitates extra troubic, and often loss 
by the breaking of the jars.— Western Rural.

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Origin of Odd-Fellowship. 


The origin of the order of Odd Fellows is 
of an ancient date, It was established by 
the Roman soldiers in camp after the order 
of the Israelites, during the reign of Nero, 
the Roman Emperor, who commenced his 
reign A. D. 55, at which time they were 
called Fellow Citizens. Tho name of Odd 
Fellows was given to this Order of men (A, 
D. 79,) by "Titus Cæsar, Emperor of Rome, 
from their singularity of notions, and {from 
their knowledge of cach other by night as 
well as by day, and their fidelity to him and 
their country. He not only gaye them the 
name of Odd Fellows, but at the sume time, 
as a pledge of friendship, presented them 
with a Dispensation, engraved ona plate of 
gold, having the following emblems, viz: The 
Royal Arch of Titus Cæsar, the Ark of the 
Covenant, the Golden Candlesticks, the Ta- 
ble, (weighing one great talent,) the Sun for 
N. G., the Moon and Stars for V. G , a Lamp 
for Secretary, the Lion for Guardian, the 
Dove for Warden, and the Emblems of Mor- 
tality for G. M 

It is very probable that the first Odd Fel- 
lows made their appearance in North Wales 
about that time, as an invasion was made by 
one of Titus Cesar's generals (Agricola) 
on North Wales'and shortly afterwards on 
the Island of Mono, now called Anglesea. 

The first account we have of the Order 
spreading into other countries is in the fifth 
century, when it was established in the Span- 
ish Dominions under the Roman Dispensa- 
tion, and in the sath century by King Henry 
m Portugal, and in the twelfth century it 
was established in France, and afterwards in 
Englund by John M'Nevilie, attended by five 
knights from France, who formed a Royal 
Giand Lodge of Honor in London, which Or- 
der remained until the reign of George IH, 
when a part of them began to form them- 
selves into a Union, and a portion of them re- 
main until this day. On this account the 


Lodges which remain, and are n numer- 
ous throughout the world, call themselves 


Loyal Ancient Independent Odd Fellows, bo- 
ing a portion of the original body. 


Mexican Ruins. 


Though all of these ruins are at this time 
deserted, it is by no means just to suppose 
that they are the relics of a people now be- 
come extinct. When this country wus inva- 
d.d by the Spanish conquerors, it was, hike 
Peru, occupied by a polished and cnitivated 
race. Many of its cities were then large and 
flourishing, and inhabited by a numerous 
population. Their magnificent palaces were 
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still the residence of princes, and tho temples 
still devoted to their original sacred uses. 
The arts were in a high state of advance- | 
ment—science was cultivated—religion well 
established, and powerful governments in 
firm and substantial existence. It may be 
accordingly maintained, beyond the fear of 
contradiction, that some of these structures, 
or in any event, similar ones, were erected by 
the ancestors of the present Indian tribes oc- 
eupying that region, But, as might be natu- 
rally inferred, and as as clearly proved by 
traditional and other testimony, these na- 
tions had not eseaped the ordinary lot of hu- 
man affairs, but had been subjected to all the 
consequences of myasions, wars and revolu- 
tions, through the long period which had 
elapsed since their first settlement here to 
the time of the discovery; and consequently, 
as we must assign different dates to the origin 
of these cities respectively, it is probable, and 
m some cases almost certain, that many of 
them were already deserted and left to decay 


when the Spaniards first arrived, while others 
were still inbabited. We are informed that 
when Cortez entered Mexico the great Too- 
cali had but recently been erected—and we 
aro also told that it was built after the model 
of the Pyramids, constructed by the Toltecs— 
a people to whom were ascribed, as is usual 
in che absence of any definite testimony, all 
such edifices as were manifestly of great an- 
tiquity. The pyramids of Teohiuacan and 
Cholula were said to be of Toltecan origin— 
and the latter is associated with some of the 
oldest Mexican religious traditions, These 
pyramids then were the model for subsequent 
imitation; but by common consent it is ac- 
knowledged that the era of the arrival of tho 
'l'oltecs in Mexico, as pointed out by the 
Mexican hieroglyphic manuscripts, was as far 
back as the seventh century. Wo have, 
therefore, the testimony of the Mexicans 
themselves, that some of these odiflees pro- 
ccedcd from a nation who occupied that coun- 
try before the Aztec tribes, st a vory carly 
period—and it will be scen from evidences 
that their antiquity may be carriod back still 
furtlior, — Ez.

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Thirsting for More Land, 


One of the most grovious errors of the past 
and present generation of American farmers, 
is the almost insatiable thirst for more land. 
Not one in a thousand, though. possessed of 
five times as many acres as he can profitably 
or successfully till, is sntisfied, While this 
ia perfectly natural, it is, at the same time, 
very unwise, The farmer recognizes his 
wealth in the multiplication of his-broad acres 
just as the merchant or banker does in his 
accummulation of greenhacks; but the dif. 
ference between the two 13, that the farmer 
may add acre to acre, without the ability to 
render the investment productive, while the 
merchant or banker has no difficulty in find- 
ing profitable investments for his greenbacks. 
It is always bad policy to buy moré land, and 
give manure!in homoepathic doses to that al- 
ready in possession, The safe and sure guide 
for the farmer is to attempt the cultivation 
of no more acres than he can keep in perfect 
good heart, and every day's experience. dem- 
onstrates the fact, that, with occasional ex- 
ceptions, a little farm, well tilled, is more 
profitable in the end than a large one, indif- 
ferently cultivated. We once rend n story of 
a Frenchman who had two daughters. One 
of them married and received one half of the 
paternal vineyard as her dowry, To the old 
man’s surprise, the half he had reserved, re- 
ceiving as much cultivation as formerly be- 
stowed upon the whole, yielded as much asit 
had done, The second married, and he gave 
her one half of what he had left, and still had 
as many grapes from his remaining fourth as 
he used to have from the whole. “There is a 
whole volume of practical truth in this little 
unecdote. Its moral is, attempt the cultiva- 
tion of no wore land than you can cultivate 
well.— Journal of the Farm.

Menrscuavat From Porators.—Chemistry 
has discovered s new and interesting use for 
potatoes and other vegetables, illustrations of 
which were seen by visitors at the Paris In- 
ternational Exhibition. If potatoes are peel- 
ed, macerated for about thirty-six hours in 
water, to which about cight per cent. of sul- 
phuric acid has been added, well washed with 
water, driod in blotting paper, and then in 
hot sand for several days, on plates of chalk 
or plaster of Paris, which are changed daily, 
heing compressed at the same time, an excel- 
lent imitation of meerschaum, answering well 
for the carver or any pares not requiring a 
high temperature, will be obtained, Greater 
hardness, whitonoss and elasticity will be pro- 
duced if water containing three per cent, of 
soda, instead of eight per cent. of sulphuric 
acid, is used; and if, after the potatoes have 
been macerated in this solution (soda), they 
are boiled ina solution containing nineteen 

er cent. soda, a substance resembling stag’s 
horn, and which may be used for knife han- 
dies, ctc., will be formed. Turnips may be 
used instead. 


WukgaT Cuytung.—Àt the last meeting of 
the Delaware County F'armer's Club the sub- 
ject of raising wheat was generally and fully 
discussed, The following is a synopsis of the 
discussion, with the general results: 

First —Sowing wheat, drill or broadcast.— 
Sowing in drills is tha best mode, for the rea 
son that tho wheat is put in more uniformly, 
better protected, winters better, and there is 
great saving of seed. Second—Advantages 
of summor fallowing. Its advantages are in 
plowing in clover and mellow heavy clay soil, 

put summer fallow not generally recomended, 

Third -Manuring the ground, Manureshould 
bo spread upon the surface and harrowed in 
before drilling, Fourth— Fall or Spring wheat, 
1f the ground is well pulverized and in good 
condition, the fall sowing will bring the sur- 
est crop; otherwise it is better to sow in the 
spring. Fifth—Sowing grass seed with wheat, 
Timothy and clover should be mixed, Asa 
general rtile timothy should be sown in the 
fall; clover always in tho spring. "Timothy 
will frequently do when sown early in the 
spring.

The Old Oaken Bucket. 


“The Old Oaken Bucket” was written by 
Samuel B. Woodworth, while yet he was a 
journeyman printer, working in an office on 
the corner of Chambers and Chatham streets, 
Now York. Near by, on Frankfort street, 
was a drinking house, kept by one Mallory, 
where Woodworth and his particular friends 
used to resort. One afternoon the liquor was 
super-excellent, . Woodworth seemed inspired 
by it, for after taking a draught he set his 
glass upon the table and, smacking his lips, 
declared that Mallory’s eau de vie was superior 
to any he had ever tasted. ’ 

“No,” said Mallàroy, “you are mistaken 3, 
there is one which, in both our estimations, 
far surpassed this as a drink." 

“ What was that?” asked Woodward, du- 
biously. 

“The draughts of pure, fresh water, that 
we used to drink from the old orken bucket 
that hung in the well on our return from the 
labors of the field, on a sultry day in summer.” 

The tenr-drops glistened for a moment in 
Woodworth’s eye. “ True, true!” he replied, 
and shortly after quitted the place. He im- 
mediately returned to the office, grasped a 
pen, and in half an hour The Old Oaken 
Bucket, one of the most delightful composi- 
tions in our language, was ready in manu- 
script to be embalmed in the memories of 
succeeding generations, 


The Old Oaken Buoket.

How dear to this heart are the scenes of my child-

When fond recollection presents them to view! 
The orchard, the meadow, thé deep-tangled wild- 
wood 
» And every Joved spot which my infancy knew! 
The wide spreading pond, and the mill that stood

The bridge and the rock where the cataract fell, 
The cot of my father, the dairy house nigh it, 
And e'en the rude bucket that hung in the well— 
The old oaken bucket, the iron bonnd bucket, 
The moss-covered bucket that hung in the well. 


That moss-covered vessel I hailed us a treasure, 
For often at noon, when returned from the field, 
I found it the sourcé of exquisite pleasure, 
The purest and sweetcat that nature can yield. 
How ardent I seized it with hands that were 
glowing, 
And quick to the white pebbled bottom it fell! 
And soon with the emblem of truth overtlowing, 
And dripping with coolness, it rose from the 
well— 
The old oaken bucket, the Iron-bound bucket, 
The moss-covered bucket that rose from the well. 


How sweet from the green mossy brim to receive it, 
As poised on the curb it inclined to my lips! 
Not a full blushing goblet could tempt me to leave 


it, 

The brightest that beauty or revelry sips. 
And now far removed from the loved habitation, 

The tear of regret will intrusively swell, 
As fancy reverts to my father’s plantation, 

And sighs for the bucket that hung iu the well— 
The old oaken bucket, the fron-bound bucket, 
The moss-covered bucket that hung in the well. 


How to Carve Meats. 


It is considered an accomplishment for a la- 
dy or gentleman to know how to carve well 
at his or her own table. It is not proper to 
stand in carving. The carving knife shold be 
sharp and thin. 

To carve fowls (which should always be 
laid with the breast uppermost,) place the 
fork in the breast, and take off the wings and 
legs without turning the fowl; then cut the 
carcass in two. Divide the joint in the leg of 
a turkey. 

In carving a sirloin, cut in thin slices from 
the side next to you ; it must be put on the 
dish with the sirloin underneath, then turn it 
and cut from the tenderloin. Serve the guests 
to both kinds. 

"In carving a leg of mutton, or ham, begin 
by cutting across the middle to the bone.— 
Cut a tongue across and not lenthwise, and 
serve from the middle part. 

Carve a fore-quarter of lamb by separating 
the shoulder from the ribs, and then divide 
the ribs. 

To carve a loin of veal, begin at the small- 
er end and separate the ribs. Serve each to 
a piece of kidney, and its fat. Carve pork 
and mutton in the same way. 

To carve a fillet of veal, begin at the top 
and help to stuffing ateachslice. Ina breast 
of veal, separate the breast and brisket, and 
then cut them up, asking what part is pre- 
ferred. 

In carving a pig it is customary to divide 
it and take off the head before it comes on 
the table, as to many persons, the head is re- 
vong Cut off the limbs and divide the 
ribs. 

In cutting venison, make a deep incision 
down to the bone and let out the juices; then 
turn the broad ends towards you, cutting 
deep in thin slices. : 

For a saddle of venison, cut from tho tail 
toward the other end, and on each side, in 
thinslices. "Warm plates are very necessary 
with venison and mutton, and in winter are 
very desirable for all meats.

Sleeping Dogs, 
Some truth may be found in the following ; 
taken from the Saturday Review by Every Sat- 


urday, an excellent collection of articles from 
the best foreign periodicals: 


There is a capital old proverb often quoted 
but not 80 often acted on, called, “ Let sleep- 
ing dogs lie ;' a proverb which, if we were 
to abide by its injunction, would keep us out 
of many a mess that we get into now, because 
we cannot lot well alone. Certainly we fall 
into trouble sometimes or rather we drift into 
it,—we allow it to gather round us,—for 
want of a frank explanation to clear off small 
misunderstandings. At least novelists Say 60. 
But, leaving novelists alone, on the whole we 
find in real life that 1f speech is silver, silence 
is essentially golden, and that more harm is 
done by saying too much than by saying too 
little; above all, that infinite mischief arises 
by not letting sleeping dogs he. 

People are so wonderfully anxious to stir 
up the dregs of everything, they can never 
let things rest. Take à man or woman who 
has done something just a little queer, —noth- 
ing very heinous perhaps, —that gets noised 
abroad, and who is coldly looked on in con- 
sequence by those who believe the report 
that arises, or worse. Now the wisest thing 
undoubtedly is to bear the coldness as the 
righteous punishment of lus folly, and to 
trust for rehabilitation to that mysterious 
process called “hving it down." 1f there 
has been absolutely no sinfulness to speak of, 
nothing but a little imprudence perhaps, a 


[little preeipitancy anda great deal of ill-na- 


ture, by all means wake up the sleeping dog, 
and set him howhng thiough the streets. 
He may do good, seeing that truth would be 
your fnend. Butif there is a core of ugly 
fact, even if itis not quite as ugly as the 
envelope which rumor has put about 
it, then fal] back upon the dignity of hving 
it down, and let the dog he sleeping and muz- 
zled. 

Many a man who gets his farthing damages 
had better have borne the surly growl of the 
only half-roused dog, than to have retaliated, 
and so waked him up. The farthing damages 
representing say a cuff on the head or a kick 
in the ribs, or a milder * Lie down sii!” may 
be very pleasant to the feelings of the yelped 
at, asso much revenge exacted,—Efhylock’s 
pound of flesh without the blood.

If all the stories we henr regarding the 
newly discovered Dorado, in White Pine Dis- 
trict, Inyo county, Nevada, be correct, that 
region of country far surpasses the fabled 
Ophir, and overshadows any other mining 
district heretoforo discovered.

know very little about the practical drift and 
intent of farm life. They do not have the 
kicking cows to milk, or the corn to replont 
after the crows, or the bar-post to reset after 
an Irish teamster. They never reach to the 
core of the matter., 

It is extraordinary, indeed, how a man of 
fine imagination can make a dazzling and fag- 
cinating thing out of only earthy materials. 
Goldsmith stewing in London chambers, 
strolling out of tho dirty Strand for a steak, 
preasy aud savory with onions, at his chop 

ouse can yet spin for us pretty and deft 
rhyme about the “loveliest village of the 
plain,” and honest rustics as one could wish 
for. And yet if Goldsmith had lived among 
them they would have fleeced him just as 
surely as the landlady in the Strand. Not 
because they were worse people, but because 
they were people, and not shepherds and 
shepherdesses with pretty crooks and rosettes 
in their shoes; not because rogues, but be- 
causo struggling for such livelihood as their 
wits and work would carn them; and because 
country pursuits are, after all, no sufficient 
panoply against the devices of the devil. 

Onks are fine things; and rivers are fine 
things; nnd so are sunsets, and morning glo- 
rios, and new mown hay, and fresh curds 
and spotted calves; but after all, a farm and 
farming do not absorb all the romance of life, 
or all its stateliest heroes, There are health, 
and beauty, and independence, indeed; but 
there are also swent, and anxioty, and horny 
hands, and a great deal of dust in the bair, 

For a man who is thoroughly in earnest, 
fzrmiug offers a grand field for effort; but tho 
man who is only half in earnest, who thinks 
that costly burns, imported stock and a nicely 
rolled lawn are the great objects of attain- 
ment, may accomplish pretty results, but they 
will be small ones. So tho dilettanti farmer, 
who has a smattering of science, whose head 


is filled with nostrums, who thinks his salts , 


will do it all, who doses his orops now to 
feebleness and now to an unnatural exuber- 
ance, who dawdles over his fermentation 
while his neighbors’ oxen are breaking into 
his rye field, who has no managing capacity— 
no breath of vision—who sends two men to 
accomplish the work of one—let such a man 
give up all hope of making farming a lucrative 
pursuit. But if a man, n8 we said, be thor- 
oughly in enrnest, if he have tho engacity to 
see all over his farm—to systematize his la- 
bor, to carry out his plans punctually and 
thoroughly ; if ho is not above economies, nor 
heedless of the teachings of science, nor unob- 
servant of progress otherwheres, nor neglect- 
ful of such opportunitios as wore the Yale 
Agricultural lectures—Iet him work; for ho 
wul have his reward, But even such & one 
will never come to his “ four-in-hand,” ex- 
cept they bo colts of his own raising; or to 
private concerts in his own grounds, except 
what the birds make.”

This is scarcely to be wondered at, when we 
consider that Tucson is a much older town 
than Prescott, that it is connected, by mail, 
with New Mexico, and that its merchants 
buy nearly all of their goods in Santa Fe and 
Albuquerque, while our dealings are almost 
exclusively with California, and, besides, we 
are without direct mai! connection with New 
Mexico, although living upon the shortest. 
and most direct route from Albuquerque to 
San Francisco, and upon which intelligent 
engineers have already located the Eastern 
branch of the Union Pacific Railway. 

Our people should use their influence, and 
petition for the placing of mail service upon 
the old and favorite 35th Parallel route—the 
only route by which immigrants and freight- 
ers can come here from New Mexico, and the 
only route through the Territory upon which 
there nre no deserts.

Although the Eastern dispatches, so far 
they pretend to give the thajoritic: and de- 
tails of the election in the Eastern Statos 
are undoubtedly greatly exaggerated, there 
cannot, in our estimation, be the least doubt 
that General Grant has been elected Presi- 
dent by what may be really termed an over- 
whelming majority of electoral votes. Be- 
yond all question, also the next Congress 
will have a two-thirds majority pledged to 
the principles and policy which have con- 
trolled the present body. So far as the clec- 
tion of General Grant is concerned, all good 
citizens can stand that. Theironly regret is 
that his power for good as President will not 
be equal to the requirements of the country, 
nor to the generally-entertained opinions of 
his patriotism, intelligence, and desire to do 
good service to the Nation. What thought- 
ful men have to regret—what the great mass 
of the people will regret ere another year 
rolls over their heads—is the selection of an- 
other Congress to carry out and perpetuate 
tlie policy of that nowinexistence. General 
Grant, even though ever so much inclined, 
can no more control such a Congress than he 
can the winds of heaven. It will have a 
two-thirds majority, and be able to override 
his vetoes. The Senate can also control his 
appointments. He must, therefore, either be- 
come the servile instrument of Congress, or 
else be placed in irreconcilable hostility to 
that body, as President Johnson has been. 
For all practical purposes—no matter what 
may be General Grant’s opinions or desires— 
the people have given a new lease of power 
to the Butler's and Wades who have con- 
trolled the present Congress; who have in-

But in either event, the Repub- 
lican triumph of Tuesday is only the fore- 
runner of the destruction of the Republican 
party. Its real leaders have become too cor- 
rupt, nnd have now been made too powerful 
for the people to tolerate them another four 
years. The misfortune is that the people 
must suffer greatly in the meanwhile. They 
must suffer tor their own lack of judgment. 
A great portion of those who voted for Gen- 
eral Grant are opposed to the general policy 
and acts of the present Congress, and so they 
generally declare, but in voting for General 
Grant they have virtually indorsed princi 
ples and acts which they abhor, und which, 
most likely, he does not entertain.

Greenwioh Time. 


If we examine the time-books of our trunk 
railways we shall find in some of them a dis- 
tinct statement that Greenwich timo is kept 
“on this railway and all its branches;" in 
others, in which no similar notice occurs, the 
same rule is by universal consent followed ; 
indeed, if uniform ‘time were not thus kept, 
it would be an extremely difficult task to 
regulate safely the grent number of trains 
which travel with varying speed over many 
of our principal Jines, some of which must 
wait at delinite points, while others, which 
run quicker, pass. With uniform time, in- 
deed, the safe working of our’ crowded lines 
is a problem sufficiently difficult, and we can 
hardly conceive how much these difliculties 
would be increased were we to revert to the 
system of our forefathers, by which each place 
kept its own local time. 

But the reader may ask, what is Greenwich 
time? and what local time? and why does 
Greenwich time possess such peculiar value 
over that of any other place as to cause it to 
be, so to say, at a premium? And what is 
mean time? These matters we will endeavor 
simply to explain, 

The sun, as everybody knows, determines 
what we call day and night, on account of 
the alternate light and darkness; the daily 
return of the sun is, therefore, used as our or- 
dinary measure of time. Two kinds of solar 
time are of necessity employed—true solar 
and mean solar time. But why two kinds of 
solar time? Because true solar time cannot 
conveniently be used in practice, as we will 
explain. We must premise that true solar 
time at any place is such as is furnished by a 
sun dial, or, more accurately, at noon, by no- 
ting when the shadow of a perpendicular line 
or rod falls due north (oe true north and 
south line being supposed to be known), that 
instant being noon—true solar time. Now, 
let a clock at any place be set with the sun, 
say April 15. Suppose the clock to go um- 
formly and accurately for a year, then about 
tlie same day of the year following, the clock 
and sun will again be together. But will 
they have been together throughout the in- 
tervening year? Only on three other occa- 
sions—the sun being on the meridian at 12 
o'clock but four times in the year—about 
June 15th, September Ist, and December 24th. 
At all other times the sun will have either 
been somewhat before or somewhat belind 
the clock, the greatest deviations being four- 
teen and a half minutes in February, and a 
httle more than sixteen minutes in Novem- 
ber; the sun being after the clock nt the for- 
mer time and before itat the latter time. Tho 
difference is caused by inequality in tae mo- 
tion of the sun (strictly speaking, we should 
say motion of the earth), That oid Solis 
unsteady in his course may be new to some 
persons, but so it is; and as it would be ex- 
tremely inconvenient to make our clocks 
keep with the sun throughout the year, and 
as the inequalities ure comparatively small, 
we, in practice, neglect them altogether; and 
thus comes mean solar time, or mean time, | 
that is used in the daily business of life, as 
distinguished from true solar time, which 
agrees with mean or clock time only on four 
days of the year, at the times previously 
mentioned. The difference between tho two 
for each day 1s generally given in all alman- 
acs of repute, in a column usually headed 
* Clock before the Sun,” or “Clock after the 
Sun,” as the case may be. 

We have now to consider the distinction 
between Greenwich time and local time. The 
sun, as any one can see, travels through the 
sky from east to west. Evidently, therefore, 
to all places situated on a supposed north and 
south line, it will be noon, or one o'clock, or 
two o'clock, etc, at the same instant. Thus, 
when it is noon at Greenwich it is also noon 
at all places directly north or directly south 
of Greenwich; and similarly for other hours; 
or, in other words, the local time at all such 
places will be the same ns Greenwich time. 
And manifestly, as the sun comes from the 
east, it will be noon at all places east of our 
imaginary north and south line before it is 
noon at Greenwich; correspondingly, at all 
places to the west. The greater the distance 
of the placé from Greenwich, east or west, 
the greater will be the interval by which the 
local time will precede or follow that of Green- 
wich. The distinction between local time 
and Greenwich tiine enables us to explain 
also tho term longitude. The difference of 
longitude between any two places is merely 
the difference between their local times, and 
the longitude of any place is thus its differ- 
ence in time from some point fixed on as 
standard. The selection of a place of refer- 
ence is altogether arbitrary, and each cap- 
ital city i£ usually adopted. The English 
count from Greenwich, the French from Paris. 
Thug we see that Greenwich having long 
been the point from which longitudes were 
counted by the English, Greenwich time 
naturally came to be that adopted when the 
necessity for uniform time arose,—Chamber's 
Journal.

* Giants of Olden Times. 


In one of his recent lectures, Professor Sil- 
liman, the younger, alluded to the discovery 
of the skeleton of an enormous lizard, of 
eighty feet. From this the professor inferred, 
as no living specimen of such magnitude has 
been found, that the species which it repre- 
sents has become degenerated. The verity 
of his position he endeavored to enforce by 
an allusion to the well known existence of 
giants in olden times. The following is the 
list on which this singular hypothesis is 
based: 

The giant exhibited at Rouer’ in 1880, the 
professor says, measured néarly eighteen feet. 

Gorapius saw a girl that was ten feet high, 

The giant Galabra, brought from Arabia 
to Rome, under Claudius Cæsar, was ten 
feet high. 

Fannum, who lived in the time of Eugene 
II, measured eleven and one-half feet. 

The Chivelier Scrog, in his voyage to the 
Peak of Teneriffe, foundjin one of the caverns 
of that mountain, the head of Gunich, who 
had sixty teeth and was notless than fifteen 
feet high. 

The giant Ferregus, slain by Orlando, 
nephew of Charlemange, was twenty-cight 
feet high. 

In 1814, near St. Germain, was found the 
tomb of the giant Isorent, who was not less 
than thirty feet high. 

1n 1590, near Rouen, was found a skeleton 
whose skull held a bushel of corn, and who 
was nineteen fect high. 

The giant Bacart was twenty-two feet high; 
his thigh bone was found im 1704, near the 
River Moderi 

In 1823, near the castle in Dauphine, a 
tomb was found thirty feet long, sixteen 
wide, and eight high on which was cut in 
gray stone these words “Kintolochus Rex.” 
The skeleton was found entire 224 feet long, 
10 feet across the shoulders, and 5 feet from 
the breast bone to the back. 

Near Palermo, in Sicily, in 1516, was found 
the skeleton of a giant thirty fect high, the 
head was the size of a hogshead, and each of 
his teeth weighed five ounces. 

We have no doubts that there were “giants 
in those days,” and the past perhaps was 
more prolific in producing them than the 
present. But the history of giants during the 
olden time was not more remarkable than 
that of dwarfs, several of whom werc even 
smaller than the Thumbs and Nutts of our 
own time 


Eantuquakrs.—" There is,” says Huboldt, 
“no other outward manifestation of force 
known to us—the murderous inventions of 
our own race included—through which, in 
the brief period of a few seconds or minutes, 
a larger number of human beinga have been 
destroyed than by earthquakes.” Lightning 
and storm, war and plague, are but weak and 
inefficient agents of destruction in. compati- 
son to the earth’s internal forces. And as 
earthquakes surpass all other phenomena as 
agents of sudden destruction, so the impres- 
sion which they produce on those who, for 
the first time, experience their effects, is pe- 
cuharly and indescribably awful. Men of re- 
puted courage speak of a feeling of “intoler- 
able dread,” produced by the shock of an 
earthquake, “even when unaccompanied by 
subterranean noises.” The impres-ion is not 
that of simple fear, but a feeling of absolute 
pain. The reason seems for a while to have 
lost the power of separating real from imagin- 
ary causes of terror. The lower animnls are 
also thrown into astate of terrorand distress. 
“Swine and dogs,” says Humboldt, “are par- 
ticularly affected by the'phenomena of carth- 
quake.” And he adds that “the very croco- 
diles of the Orinoco, otherwise as dumb as 
our little lizards, leave the shaken bed of the 
stream and run bellowing into the woods." 
Humboldt’s explanation of the peculiar sen- 
sations of alarin and awe produced by earth- 
quake upon those who for the first. time ex- 
perience the eflects of the phenomena, is in 
all probability the correct one. “The im- 
pression here is not,” he says, “the conse- 
quence of the recollection of destructive ca- 
tastrophes presented to our imngination by 
narratives of historical events; what seizes 
us so wonderfully in the disabuse of the in- 
ato faith in the fixidity of the solid and surest 
foundation of the earth. From early child- 
hood we are habituated to the contrast bo- 
tween the mobile clement water, and the im- 
mobility of the soil on which we stand. All 
the evidences of our sences confirm this be- 
lief. But when suddenly the ground begins 
‘to rock beneath usjthe feeling of an unknown, 
mysterious ahaha in nature coming into ope- 
ration and shaking the solid globe arises in 
the mind. The illusion of the whole of our 
earlier lifo is annihilated in an Instant." — 
Cornhill Magazine. 4

The sbvereign peoplo of Arizona should 
know that a portion of the men elected by 
them last June to legislato for their interests 


and welfare, assembled at Tucson, on Tucs-, 


day, the 10th inst., and forthwith proceeded 
to organize themselves into a body that will 
hefeafter be known in history as the Fifth 
Legislature of Arizona. To say that this 
body, from its paucity of numbers, or from 
any other cause, is incapable of doing cither 
good or harm, would be to assert an untruth, 
So far as their cleetion and delegation by the 
people, and their organization in accordance 
with law, is concerned, they area legal body, 
enipowered to make and unmake laws. Yet, 
there is no disguising the fact, that many of 
our people are of opinion that the superstruc- 
ture upon which the honorable body stands, 
is neither solid nor legally founded. This 
opinion is deduced from tho fact that, instead 
of a former Legislature making tho appor- 
tionment of members of the Legislature for 
the various counties, they delegated tho do- 
ing of that job to our present Governor, R. 
C. MeCormick, and thereby exceeded thoir 
powers and violated the letter and spirit of 
the Organic Act, which is, really, our writ- 
ten Constitution. "The matter 13 now in the 
hands of the Courts, one of which bas al- 
reddy decided that all and everything done 
by all and every officer in the Territory, since 
1865, will have to be donc over again, because, 
forsooth, our ambitious Governor has, for pur- 
poses best known to himself, usurped power 
not Jegally vested in his office. 

While snecring a£ citizens of the Teritory 
for meddling with this affair, the Governor» 
organ admits that we have been sailing with- 
out regard to our chart, but thinks a resolu- 
tion of the Legislature and tho efforts of our 
Delegate in Congress will influence Congress 
to legalize the wrong-doing of tho Governor. 
We hope it will, and hope, also, that no 
mischief will come to the people of tho Ter- 
ritory through the ignorance or duplicity of 
our present Governor, who, to say the least, 
shows very bad taste and à disinclination to 
have the matter canvassed, by casting slurs at 
tliose engaged in trying to correct the wrong, 
if wrong there be, in bringing it before tho 
Qourts. Instead of whitewashing, or attempt- 
ing to cloud the matter over for the present, 
the Goternor, if honest, should be in the lead 
of those who wish to examine and settle this 
question of Territorial legality. There is no 
use denying the fact, our people are suspi- 
cious and the sooner their suspicions are cith- 
er established or shown to be erroncous, the 
better, 

In view of this matter, it would be best for 
our present Legislature to adjourn às speedi- 
ly as possible. Beyond laying our gricvances 
before the Legislative Department of the 
Gengral Government, wo nre aware of but 
very few aots necessary forit to do. Were it 
possible to codify the laws of tho Territory, 
we would like to see it done. The favorite 
scheme of the Governor and his clique is the 
raising of a regiment of Mexicans in the Ter- 
ritory, but we would much prefer to have a 
regiment of white soldiers stationed in the 
Territory, for various reasons, some of which 
are that they are better fighters than Mexi- 
enis; and that when discharged here most of 
thém stay in the country and ongage in thé 
development of its resources. But fbr the 


soldiers that have been discharged here from f 


the California Volunteer column and tho reg- 
ulárarmy, our whité population would beslim 
indeed. We need more troops badly, and if 
we cannot get American soldiers we will 
gladly take Mexican ones. °

‘Pacra-rnom THE New San Francisco Dr 
RECTORY.—The new San Francisco Directory 
for 1868, compiled and published by Henry 
G. Langley, the editor of the Pacific Coast 
Business Directory, State Register, eto., contains 
the following facts of interest to our renders: 


Population.—The total pepo is 147,- 
950, of which only 138,950 are permanent, 
the remaining 9,000 being transient boarders, 
soldiers, ete. There-are 62,300 males over 21 
years of age, to 30,000 females over 18, The 
school census of July, 1868, counts the num- 
ber of children under 15 at the extraordin- 
ary figure of 39,728. 

City Improvements. — In its growth, San 
Francisco has spread during the past year in 
every practicable direction, the greatest ex- 
pansion being necessarily towards the south 
and west, Many valuable improvements 
have, however, been made, meantime, along 
the city front, both on the north and east. 
The final adjustment of the question of title 
to the city’s outside lands has given a fresh 
impulse to house-building in a westerly direc- 
tion—while the more favorable conditions 
that exist for the establishment of manufac- 
turing, mechanical and other active pursuits, 
in the southerly part of town, have led to 
the inauguration of many new industries in 
that quarter. Nearly every suburban town 
and hamlet, and even villages lying more re- 
mote, vitalized by her progress, have par- 
ticipated in this growth of the metropolis. 

Grading was done by the city costing 
$468,735; paving, $172,088; planking, $237,- 
482; brick sewer-building, $287,798, etc., to 
a total of $1,511,486.66. The noteworthy 
new buildings are the new Merchant’s Ex- 
change, Mercantile Library, Hayward's in- 
surance building, Y. M. Christian Association 
building, the new California Theatre, the Al- 
hambra and Bella Union theatres, new Chi- 
neso Theatre on Jackson street, Platt & 
Brooks Hall Mozart Hall on Post street, 
Red Men's Hall on Bush «street, anda great 
number of fine business establishments, 

churches, etc, Besides which there must be 
mentioned the California Market extension, 
the Mechanics’ Institute Pavilion, the Pacific 
Rolling Mills at Potrero Point, the Selby 
Lead Smelting Works at Black Point, Cah- 
fornia Dry Dock at Hunter’s Point, a Float- 
ing Dry Dock at North Point, etc. The 
number of new buildings is estimated at 975, 
of which 240 were brick. Total number of 
houses in the city 18,009, of which 13,912 are 
wood and 4,097 are brick. 

Manufactures.—During the past year, the 
manufacturing interests of Sun Francisco as 
arule have been developing in magnitude 
more than increasing in number. The re- 
sults, in the aggregate, have been very satis- 
factory to partics pecuniarily interested im 
these enterprises, while at the same time the 
public have not only been benefited by the 
larger volume of manufactures, steady prices, 
and the retention of coin for other purposes 
in this city, but a much larger field of labor 
has been opened up, the result of which isa 
healthy increase of a stable and valuable pop- 
ulation. 

Interesting facts are given concerning real 
estate, the extension of, railroads, doings of 
homestead associations, ete. The Business 
Directory'contains the names of nearly 18,000 
firms, arranged and classified.
